The Alberta Performance Testing Program is financed from the 
Horned Cattle Trust Fund which is composed of a tax on horned cattle. 


INTRODUCTION 

In Alberta the Federal-Provincial Beef Cattle Performance Testing 
Program includes all classes of cattle used for beef production. 

In addition to the home test, where most of the cattle are 
tested, there are performance and progeny test stations operating in 
Alberta. These stations are approved by the Alberta Performance Test 
Advisory Committee, after the Committee is satisfied the station meets 
certain standards regarding equal opportunity for all breeds of cattle. 


Performance and Progeny Test Stations 
1. Alberta Beef Cattle Performance Association (Master Feeds Re- 


search Station) —— Bassano. 
2. Orrin Hart — Claresholm. 
3. Bar Fifteen Performance Test Station (Wes Alm) — Claresholm. 


The Alberta Department of Agriculture Performance Test Station 
at Ellerslie will be operating in the fall of 1970. 


A breeder entering his cattle on a performance testing program 
should enter his whole herd. By testing both males and females, records 
can be secured every year on the whole cow herd and comparisons can 
be made on different sires used in the herd. 

The main objective in this program is to identify the consistently 
fast growing and slow growing cattle in each herd and, thereby, enable 
the breeder to select from rate of gain and consistent production, In 
addition to selection factors he is now using. In so doing, select seed 
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stock will be available that should transmit faster gain-ability and more 
consistent reproduction into commercial herds. To accomplish this ob- 
jective of breeding for general utility requires a continuous testing pro- 
gram for the entire herd. 


Research done on feed efficiency indicates a very high correlation 
between rate of gain and feed efficiency. The Alberta program does not 
provide for feed records to be taken because, with home testing, it is 
difficult to get accurate records of feed consumption. Work done at 
the University of Alberta indicates that feed efficiency figures could 
be misleading unless the calves are practically all the same weight at 
weaning. Heavier calves require more feed for maintenance than light 
calves, so accurate feed efficiency records cannot be taken unless they 
are taken for the period it takes the calves to go from one given weight 
to another. 


PRINCIPLE FEATURES OF THE ALBERTA PROGRAM 


The complete performance testing program in Alberta is outlined 
in the brochure The Federal-Provincial Beef Cattle Performance Testing 
Program in Alberta. The principle features of the program are: 

1. The policy is designed to assist beef cattle breeders to identify and 
select, within a herd, breeding stock of high calibre for both type 
and performance. 


The program, in Alberta, is a home test designed to cover the 
whole herd. 

The calves are weighed at weaning, as close to 205 days of age as 
possible. 


Calves are accepted in groups of not less than 5 of one sex and 
not more than 90 days range in age within a group. 
The feeding test covers 160 days and does not allow for an adjust- 
ment period after weaning. Potential breeding animals shall not be 
fed or implanted with hormones at any time prior to or during 
the feed test. 
6. Any calf raised on a nurse cow or foster mother is calculated as a 

separate group from the rest of the calves. 
7. The report to the breeder, upon the completion of the feeding test, 

contains the following information: 

(a) adjusted 205 day weight 

(b) weaning index 

(c) average daily gain during feed test period 

(d) index of average daily gain during feed test period 

(e) adjusted 365 day weight 

(f) yearling index 
8. The information on a herd is confidential between the Department 
and the breeder. The breeder receives a detailed report of the 
results on his herd and can release the information privately or 
publicly as he sees fit. 


RESULTS AND OBSERVATIONS OF THE 1969-1970 PROGRAM 
Purebred Section 
Weaned weights were taken on 397 herds for a net increase of 
177 over the previous year. A total of 14,625 head were weighed at 


weaning. Three hundred and seventy-eight (378) herds and 11,605 
head completed the test. 


a RF WON 
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Commercial Section 


This year 101 herds and 6,293 head were enrolled in the com- 
mercial section of the R.O.P. test. This is a little more than double the 
number enrolled on the program last year.

PROCEDURES AND METHODS 


The Alberta program asks the breeders to shut their cattle off 
water 7-12 hours prior to the final weighing. Again this year there was 
almost 100% co-operation from the breeders, When only taking one 
weight for final weight, we feel shrunk weights are far more reliable 
in predicting the performance ability of an animal. 


Rations Fed 

No standard ration was fed by the breeders participating in the 
performance test program. Each breeder fed a ration he considered 
suitable for his purpose. 

The amount of grain fed varies from nil to self-feeding. The 
breeders are encouraged to feed a growing ration. Very few of the 
animals on the home test had more ‘“‘fit’’ than is desired at this stage 
of their life.

Adjusted Weaning Weight (205 days) 

The adjusted 205 day weaning weights are calculated using the 
following formula: | 

Adj. A.D.G. to weaning < 205 days + birth weight 

Correction factors are required to adjust performance of calves 
from two to five year old dams to a level of performance equivalent to 
calves from mature dams. These factors are added to A.D.G. to weaning 
in accordance with the following table:

With results of the Canadian Conception to Consumer Program 
now available the birthweights for Charolais calves will be revised for 
next year’s program. 


Average Daily Gain on Feed 
The A.D.G. on feed is calculated using the following formula: 


Wt. at end of test — weaned wt 


= A.D.G. 
No. of days on feed 


Weight Per Day of Age 
Weight per day of age is calculated as follows: 
Wt. at end of test 
——————- = wt./day of age 
Age in days 
Weight per day of age is calculated to determine the animal’s 


actual performance from birth to end of test with no correction factors 
being applied. 


Adjusted Yearling Weight (365 days) 

The adjusted 365 day weight is calculated using the following 
formula: 
A.D.G. on feed X 160 days + Adj. 205 day wt. = Adj. 365 day wt. 

As seen by the formula the Adj. 365 day wt. includes the Adj. 


205 day wt. Therefore, adjustments made for age of dam at weaning 
are passed on and included in the 365 day wt. 


When the ages of the animals are adjusted to 365 days there 
is about 130 Ibs. difference between the top third and the bottom third 
of the animals in most herds. Performance records can be used to 
select those animals with the most genetic potential for improving growth. 
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USE OF RECORDS IN ANIMAL SELECTION 
1. Why Use Records 


For a consistent approach to a livestock breeding program it 
is necessary to tie the selection of breeding stock to a measurable trait. 
Only by the use of a measurable trait can consistent improvement be 
expected over several livestock generations. Weight for age is a trait 
that is easily measured in a beef breeding program. This trait is also 
positively correlated with other economic traits such as feed efficiency, 
muscling, hardiness in the environment it has performed in, and others. 
Therefore, the wise use of performance records is a recommended 
procedure in a sound livestock breeding program. 


2. Rate of Gain Expressed as Index 


Each animal is indexed on its gain to weaning, gain on feed, 
and lifetime gain. The index is an expression in percentage of how 
the individual performed in its group. One hundred (100) is average, 
120 is 20% above average and 80 is 20% below average. The index 
is calculated within each herd, therefore, management is minimized, as 
all the calves in each group are treated the same. Setting of standards 
of 2 or 2.5 Ibs. per day should be avoided in favour of the index. The 
lifetime yearling index will indicate the growthiest animals in each herd. 
Comparisons of gains between herds should not be made as management 
and environment vary from place to place, which makes accurate evalu- 
ation of performance extremely difficult. 


HOW TO USE PERFORMANCE TEST RECORDS 


1. Satisfy yourself that the quality of the herd you are buying 
a bull from is sufficiently high to improve your herd. 


2. Using the Yearling Index (Adj. 365 day wt.), identify those 
animals with the highest indexes. 


3. The Adj. 205 day index and feed index will help in determin- 
ing the growth pattern of the animal. A high index in both of these 
columns is preferable. 


4. Select from the high performing group, those animals which 
come closest to meeting your selection requirements of other traits. 


CONFORMATION 


The trim type of cattle that are popular today are those that have 
little waste in the neck, brisket, middle and flank regions, and these 
cattle can be selected through a performance test program. Select for 
trimness from the top performing animals so that growth rate is not 
sacrificed for trimness.
